THE CHOICE OF MR. BLAINE 


IT JUSTJFIES ALL THE PRAISE OF GEN. 
' HARRISON'S WISDOM. 


The Inside History of the Matter—The Ap- 
pointment Shows How the President- 
Elect’s Formative Policy Bears the Test 
of Time—The Forbearance and Patience 
of the Coming Premier Throughout a 
Trying Ordeal—Harrison’s Courageous 
Nature Exem plified. 

Wasurnerton, D. C., Jan. 29.— [Special.] 
Now that Mr. Blaine has been chosen Secre- 
tary of State it is worth while to remark that 
Gen. Harrison’s formative policy, already 
clearly outlined in tnese dispatches, bears 
the test of time and criticism and justifies all 
the praise of his wisdom and firmness. It is 
not true that Mr. Blaine has all along had a 
pledge from Gen. Harrison concerning the 
State Department. It is not true that he 
knew when he came to Washington that he 
was to be called to the Cabinet. The only 
direct communication that has passed be- 
tween these two party leaders up to a week 
ago was a letter written by Gen. Harrison 
immediately after the election thanking Mr. 
Blaine for his services in the campaign. That 
letter contained no significant expressions 
and was a mere courtesy. It is true that the 
party, and especially the men most inter- 
ested, have reason for self-congratulation that 
what came near to being acrisis in this forma- 
tive period of the new Administration has so 
happily passed. Or the one hand was Gen. 
Harrison’s policy of deliberation, inquiry, 
and secrecy. He had marked out for himself 
a line of action which has been rigidiy ad- 
bered to. In pursuance of this policy he 
piaced Mr. Blaine on the same level as that 
occupied by other distinguished party lead- 
ers and declined to make any exceptions in 
his favor. Out of this sprang some discon- 
tent. A few of Mr. Blaine’s friends indulged 
in mutterings and complaints. It was, they 


been so clearly the foremost man of his 
party as Mr. Biaine should be so long and 
completely ignored. According to their no- 
tions it was Mr. Harrison’s duty to cali Mr. 
Blaine to his side, tender him his choice of 
Cabinet positions, and consult with him con- 
cerning the formation of a Ministry. They 
declared it was ungrateful and improper on 


} the part of the President-elect to permit even 


a doubt to exist as to the name of the coming 
Premier. 
THE PLUMED KNIGHT’S PATIENCE. 

Mr. Biaine himseif has counseled forbear- 
ance and patience. The brilliant and some- 
times impetuous leader has shown his posses- 
sion of the quality of patience. In this time 
of waiting, a time in which gossip has daily 
toyed with his name, discussed his future, 
his importance, his character, his ability, ina 
manner tending to wound his pride and har- 
_row his sensibilities, no word of complaint 
“has escaped him. In good faith and temper 
he accepted the terms of Gen. Harrison’s in- 
junction upon all who were interested to 
judge the President-elect by his results 
rather than his process. Blaine's example 
has had a salutary effect upon some of his 
indiscreet friends. Frienas and foes alike 
ought now to be willing to give Mr. 
Blaine credit for his patient conduct through- 
out this ordeal. That it was an ordeal all 
will understand who refiect. The acknowl- 
edged leader of his party up to July last, un- 
accustomed to submission or waiting upon 
the will of another, of a proud spirit and a 
mental nature inclined to haste and move- 
ment and uninured to idleness and repose, he 
saw his enemies surrounding the President- 
elect, Knew they were exerting all their in- 
fluence against him, kmew they were pring- 
ing to bear in their opposition much that was 
not true or justiy stated, and yet he held his 
peace and kept his patience. He saw that 
the use made of his name, the dis- 
cussion brought out concerning him, had 
carried matters to such a pass that 
the failure of Gen. Harrison to call 
him to the Cabinet would be in the nature of 
a rejection and a vote of lack of confidence, 
that it would continue him in private hfe 
suffering more or less humuliation, and fol- 
lowed therein by the exultation of numerous 
foes and the scarcely less comforting sym- 
pathy of faitnful but embittered friends. He 
saw that his rejection would embroil some 
of the prominent men of nis party in animosi- 
ties which might never be healed. In the 
face of all this he schoolei himself to in- 
action, though by nature a man of intense 
energy. He calmly waited, somewhat confi- 
dent and yet mystified, though all his im- 
pulses must have been in the direction of 


pense by bold measures. 
PRESSURE AGAINST BLAINE. : 

Hundreds of letters have been written to 
Gen. Harrison by prominent party men, Sen- 
ators, Representatives, and others advising 
against the selection of Mr. Blaine. Others 
have called upon the President-elect to urge 
their views in person. All this has been 
known to Mr. Biaine and his friends, but 
they have done little or nothing in rebuttal. 
A few have written letters, and two men 
were sent to Indianapolis, in both cases for 
the express purpose of clearing Gen. - Harri- 
son’s mind of misapprehension concerning 
the trustworthiness of certain semi-historical 
tales told the President-elect by Blaine's 
enemies. Mr. Blaine has been wiiling to 
leave the whole case in Gen. Harrison’s 
hands, though he would be more than human 
if he could have seen the days and weeks 
slipping by without a sign from tne West 
and retained always, even to his intimate 
friends, an appearance of serenity. 

One now finds public men in Washington 
asking themselves and each other what is to 
be the relationship between Gen. Harrison 
and his Secretary of State, and what is to be 
Mr. Blaine’s conduct in the new Admunistra- 
tion. This discussion brings to the front all 
the reminiscences of the anti-Blainiacs con- 
cerning Garfield’s Administration and the 
former experience of Mr. Blaine as Secrefary 
of State, but it is worth while to reflect only 
those opinions which are rational and based 
on good information. Such opinions in 
Washington, even from men who opposed 
Biaine for Secretary of State, are to 
the effect that the relationship de- 
tween President and Premier, if not 
as cordial and ciose as that between 
Garfield and Blaine, will be frank and 
easy.

MISS MARY ANDERSON APPEARS AS 
HERMIONE AND PERDITA. 


Chicago’s Wealth and Fashion Welcome 
the Actress at MeVicker’s Theatre— 
The Stage a Succession of Harmonious 
Pictures Worthy of Remembrance—A 
Critical Review of the Performance— 
Cordiality of the Audience—Thé Com- 
pany. 

The crowds were still pouring into Mc- 
Vicker’s Theatre when the curtain was lifted 
on Miss Anderson’s much talked of repre- 
sentation of The Winter's Tale’’—the pro- 
duction that had been prepared in its scenic 
features by Enghsh artists: that was acted 
in the main by English performers, and had 
received the stamp of London's approval. 
Chicago’s society was there; Chicago’s 
wealth submerged the boxes and rose 
in tiers toward the roof. Fashion had 
indorsed “The Winter's Tale” in an- 
ticipation. Piaygoers who honestly love 
the Shakspearean drama were also there, 
expecting to see a sumptuous revival of a 
much neglected play. and hoping to find in- 
creased breadth and power in an actress 
whose personality they were proud of. 

Their expectations were realized, if their 
hopes did not meet with fulfillment. “ The 
Winter's Tale“ may have been better inter- 
preted on former occasions, but 1t was never 
better illustrated on the English-speaking 
stage than it was last evenlug. The pictures 
were superb. There was no suggestion of 
narrowness or confinement; there were 
wealth of color without extravagance, 
motion without confusion, and a liberal air 
without vagueness. The scenes took up the 
full width of the stage, and surprised the spec- 
tator with the pictorial possibilities of tnat 
contracted space. An assemblage of paint- 
ers would have been flattered oy the impos- 
ing panorama. 

The columned palace of King Leontes was 
first revealed to view, its terraces opening 
freely on a blue sea, with the misty mount- 
ains in the distance making a background. 
The character of the spectacle was Grecian 
in design; Byzantine in the luxury of orna- 
mentation. Picturesque groups with har- 
monious colors filled the foreground. 

MISS ANDERSON ENTERS, 

The whole was a rich framing for 
Anderson when she made her entrance 
Queen Hermione. One’s first impression 
was that she was harmonious with her sur- 
roundings but did not dominate them. The 
people were prepared to welcome her with 
enthusiasm; but the applause, for some 
reason—because, perhaps, of that slight re- 
straint of self-consciousness which always 
appears in the manner of this actress—did 
not rise in degree above cordiality. The eye 
was flattered by the gorgeous scene and by 
the central figure that enhanced it; but the 
mind impatiently fretted for its ideal 
Hermione. 

Miss Anderson was personal from the first. 
The generalizing power of imagination she 
did not bring to the part; and so her Her- 
mione was almost from the beginning a much 
wronged woman, but not a type of suffering 
womanhood. This is only. saying that she 
missed the poetry of the author’s conception. 
In a literal sense she was beautiful; her rich 
voice was grateful to listen to; but the large- 
ness of soul of Hermione she did not indicate; 
nor did her spiritual growth keep step with 
the progress of the drama. i

to the actress, for Hermione is the oppo- 
site of the demonstrative, and her be- 
wilderment and grief must be suggested 
rather than expressed.

were impressively spoken—generously so, in 
fact—and were the whole impersonation 
pitched in so generous a key the Hermione 
of Miss Anderson wouid be lifted from the 
plane of matter of fact to that of ideality. 

But it is hard for any one to realize Shaks- 
peare’s brave, strong woman in our age. 
The ideal of our peetry is Tennyson’s 
„Maud.“ We donot live in the spacious 
times of the great Elizabeth,“ when a poet 
might form an ideal of womanhood that was 
not only sweet but strong; not only gentle 
but commanding. Miss Anderson is only the 
creature of her generation when she makes 
Hermione so vinelike and forgets that the 
essence of the characteris the pith of the 
oak. It is not to be wondered at, perhaps, 
that tune feminine mind does not readily 
grasp the conception of womanhood that can 
suffer in silence; for that conception be- 
longed to a more heroic age. 

A BRILLIANT PICTURE. 

In denying to Miss Anderson dramatic 
grandeur in a part that distinctly requires it, 
one frankly admits her theatrical brilliancy 
in that crisis in the play where the culminat- 
ing action overwhelms reflection. The trial 
scene of Act III. was a picture worthy of a 
place in memory. The character of a half- 
barbaric age was curved in the huge propor- 
tions of the Court of Justice. A beautiful 
and pathetic figure, but not so tragical 
a one as imagination prefigured, was 
that of the accused Queen, with 
the hushed rabble in the background, and 
the husband, who was at once accuser and 
judge, enthroned above her. Again was 
sounded the personal note; she was a literal, 
aggrieved woman; not an outraged Queen. 
The breadtn that should have been spiritual 
one found suggested only in at 3 
sweeping gestures which were w y of an 
offended Diana. The appeal to Apollo 
was startling, and in its sensa- 
tional way truly effective. The up 
lifted face, the outstretched arms, 
the t. heaven-compeliing attitude 
was one which, if it had been accompanied 
with the fire of sympathy, would have 
blended all the souls of an audience in one 
flame of enthusiasm. It was a fine speech, 
but one that startled more than it moved the 
hearers. : 

The climax of the act was another fine stroke 
ofthe theatre.

darkness closes over the scene; the trembling 
messenger announces the god’s quick wrath in 
fhe deatn of the Prince; and the news strikes 
the heart of Hermione like a death-stab.

Wasuineror, D. C., Jan. 29.—[Special.]— 
The view of the minority on the Contract 
and Pauper Labor bill presented recently by 
Representative Ford of Michigan to the 
House has been drawn up by Representative 
Guenther of Wisconsin. This minority re- 
portis embraced principally in the amend- 
ments to the bill which are to be introduced 
in the House by Mr. Guenther tomorrow. 
His amendments provide that every immi- 
grant before landing in the United States 
shall hund to the Inspector of 
Immigration a declaration in his 
native language containing a syn- 
opsis of the provisions of this law and a 
schedule of questions which must be a cor- 
rect translation of the set 1 to be 

repared by the Secretary of the ireasury, 
which anes the immigrant shall be re- 
quired to read and answer in his or her own 
handwriting, if he ar she be over 15 years of 
age; provided, that if the immigrant be the 
father or mother of chiidren and unable to 
either read or write the children accom- 
panying them shall be competent to 
answer these questions for them, or 
the husband for the wife, or the wife 
for the husband. This declaration shall be 
attested to by the agent duly authorized to do 
so by the company who sold the transporta- 
tion ticket to the immigrant. Every immi- 
grant above the age of 15 years, except those 
exempt as being unable to write, shall, on 
landing, register his or her name in a regis- 
ter, kept by the Inspector of Immigra- 
tion, and at the same time make 
oath that the questions contained in 
the declaration were answered by 
each immigrant in hisown handwriting. It 
shail be the duty of any District Attorney of 
the United States, upon information which 
he believes to be weil founded that the an- 
swers in this declaration were not made by 
the immigrant in good faith and in violation 
of any of the provisions of this act, to prose- 
cute such immigrant for perjury within two 
years after landing in the United States, and 
upon conviction he or she shall be fined not 
exceeding $1,000 and may be imprisoned 
or sentenced to hard labor for not more 
than three years, one or both, and after the 
expiration of his or her sentence the immi- 
grant shall be returned to the place from 
which he or she embarked w the United 
States at the expense of the vessel or trans- 
portation company or firm, whether by land 
or by water, by whose line such person was 
brought to the United States, and, if that 
cannot be done, at the expense of the United 
States, and there shall be a lien in favor of the 
United States on the vessels, trains, and prop- 
erty of the transportation company or firm 
by whose line such person was brought to 
the United States. Every agent of a trans- 

rtation firm who sells tickets toimmigrants 
or transportation to the United States who 
is not already provided with a declaration 
filed out shall register his name with the 
consular agent of this country nearest his 
place of business and furnish a certificate 
that he is a duly authorized agent. The at- 
test of such stered agents only and of no 
otner shail entitle the immigrant to land 
in the United States. The consular agent 
shali transmita list of such agents to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, and it shal! be the 
duty of such consular agents to see that a 
synopsis of the lawis printed in the lan- 
of the immigrant. If, in the judgment 

of the Secretary of the Treasury, any agent 
has knowingly attested a fraudu- 
lent certificate he shall order his 
dame stricken from the register of 
agents for transportation companies 
authorized to attest declarations, and all ex- 
pense of such investigation shall id by 
the transportation company for whom the 
agent was doing business, and if that cannot 
be done then by the United States. There 
shall be a lien in favor of the United States 
on the ves trains, and property of the 
said transportation company or firm for the 
payment of the expenses of such investiga-

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Senator Sherman Begins the Debate by & 
Long Speech In Which He Gives a His- 
tory of the Relations of England, Ger- 
many, and the United States to Ine 
Islands in Question—What He Thinks 
the Government Should Do. 


WasmNorox, D. C., Jan. 29.—The Diplo- 
matic and Consular Appropriation bill was 
before the Senate today. When the poruon 
in relation to Samoa was reached the doors 
were closed. The secret session was wholly 
occupied in discussing and voting upon a 
motion made by Mr. Sherman to consider 
the Samoan amendments with open doors. It 
was supported in speeches oy Messrs. Sher- 
man, Evarts, and Voorhees and opposed by 
Messrs. Edmunds and Morgan. The vote 
upon the motion was—yeas 26, nays 24. The 
merits of the amendments were not dis- 


cussed and the division was wholly outside 


of party lines, about an equal number of Ke- 
publicans and Democrats being recorded on 
each side df the question of opening the 
doors. 

When the doors were reopened Mr. Sher- 
man said he would like to state, publicly, the 
position which he took in regard to the 
Samoan question, so that it might appear in 
the record. After describing the locawon, 
population, eto., of the Samoan Islands Mr. 
Sherman said: The attention of the United 
States had been early called to those islands; 
anda special agent was sent there, who 
afterwards became minister to the King of 
Samoa, and who made a treaty between 
the United States and Samoa The 
treaty was made in 1878 and was 
sighed by Mr. Evarts and the King. Its sec- 
ond article gave to the United States the 


privilege of entering and using the Harbor 


of Pago-Pago and establishing there a coaling 
and naval supply station; and its fifth sec- 
tion provided that in case of differences with 
other nations the Government of the United 
States would employ its good offices in ad- 
justing such differences. This, Mr. Sherman 
said, was the basis of the right of the 
United States to occupy and hold and toes 
tablish in the Harbor of Pago-Pago a station 
for coal and other naval supplies. 

Within a year or two afterwards some- 
what similar treaties had been made with 
Germany and with Great Britain, by which 
those Governments obtained like privileges 
in other portions of che islands. So that, 
Mr. Sherman said, each of these three great 
commercial nations secured by treaties (fol- 
lowing each other rapidly) privileges some- 
what similar in character, but in different lo- 
calities—each securing a coaiing station and 


harbor, 
THE APIA AGREEMENT. 

Mr. Sherman went on to speak of a further 
arrangement made shortly afterwards, and 
which was, he said, important. It had been 
entered into between Great Britain and the 
Government of Samoa (but the German and 
American Governments were also included 
in it), by which the town and district of 
Apia were constituted into a municipality 
and were desiared to be neutral territory, 
where each of the three nations might estab- 
lish their store houses, their workshops, and 
all other buildings necessary for carrying on 
their traffic in those isiands. This territory 
of Apia was now known as the Capital 
of the Samoan Islands, ana was set 
aside for commercial purposes—the Gov- 
ernment of Samoa being practically 
excluded from it. The municipal 
board consisted of the German, English, and 
American Consuls. This treaty or agreement 
had not been submitted tothe Senate, but 
had been signed by the English Consul and 
by the Captain of the American ship-of-war 
Lackawanna. It had been acted upon b all 
three nations as in the nature of an agree- 
ment tor the possession and oceupancy of 
that neutral territory. 

Mr. Sherman next referred to the treaty of 
the 6th of April, 1886, between Germany and 
Great Britain by which a sort of delimita- 
tion was established for the jurisdiction of 
each Government in the Polynesian group 
with a disclaimer that this partition should 
apply to the Samoan Islands, That, he said, 
was the legal status today; for no other ar- 
rangement or agreement had ever been made 
in a forma! way that affected in any degree 
the rights of the several parties. Hedid not 
intend to go into a detailed history of 
events in Samoa. It was enough to say that 
there was always a sort of quasi war exist- 


ing there between several branches of the 


ple. It was a strange government, con- 
olled largely by family ties, somewhat 
aristocratic, with contentions always exist- 
ing between the various chiefs. e would 
not dwell upon the painful features of that 
vivil war; but it seemed to be the general 
opinion of all the American consular agents 
who had been sent there to examine into the 
nature of their government that the people 
were totally unfit to conduct a regular formal 
government. But the civil war had con- 
tinued until, finally, in 1883, by the aid of the 
Consuls, it was settled by an agreement that 
Malietoa should be King and Tamasese Vice- 
King. Soon after that settlement other 
difficulties had arisen and a movement had 
been made to annex the Samoan Islands to 
New Zealand—Malietoa sending an humble 
appeal to Queen Victoria asking for such an- 
nexation. The German Government, how- 
ever, had remonstrated in the most vigorous 
manner against it, insisting that it would be 
a violation of the treaty. 

Finally Mr. Sherman brought the history 
of events to the conference in Washington 
between Mr. Bayard and the British and 
German Ministers, and to the 8 by each 
of them an agent to she islands to obtain fur: 
ther informamon. He said that it was mani- 
fest that the rebellion of Tamasese had been 
organized by the German Consul and by a 
German named Weber, who was at the head 
ofalarge commercial house. He mentioned 
the arrival ofa German fleet at the islands 
some time in May, 1886, and spoke of an in- 
sulting letter from the Vice-Admiral to 
Malietoa, in which he addressed him not as 
King but as head chief. 

It was after these insults to the King that 
United States Consul Greenbaum raised the 
United States flag. at the request of Malietoa, 
over the public buildings in Apia. For a 
time, he said, the practical effect of that 
action (unauthori as it was) had been to 
check the action of the German local authori- 
ties. After the German fleet had sailed 
away the German and American Consuls had 
again joined in a declaration that Tamasese 
never had been recognized by either of them 
as King, and that Malietoa was King. This 
act had been Wholly without authority, and 
Mr. Greenbaum’s part in it had, very proper- 
ly, been disavowed by the American v- 
ernment. He had no more right to assert a 
protectorate there than the man or En- 
glish Consul had. 

MALIS£STOA DEPOSED. 

It was while the agents of the three con- 
ferrees (Mr. Bayard and the English and 
German Ministers) were en in obtain- 
ing information that the rman Govern- 
ment deposed Malietoa and set up Tamasese.

Resolved, That the present condition of affairs 
at Samoa requires that this Government should 
ald the people of those islands in securing an in- 
dependent native Government, free from the 
claims of territorial jurisdiction of my Beek 
pean Power; and to the end that this purpose 
may be speedily and effectually accomplished 
the President of the United States is hereby re- 
quested to insist on the restoration of affairs on 
aid islands as the same existed at the time 
of the convention between the repre- 
sentatives of the Governments of Germany, 
Great Britain, and the Unitea States beld in the 
City of Washington in June and ee 1887. 
That he further aid in securing a settleme 
the pending difficulties at Samoa on & satisfact- 
ory and solid foundation and in the restoration 
of peace and good order under a responsible 
native independent Government with a court of 
competent jurisdiction to determine land titles 
and such other claims and sontroversies of 
foreign residents as may bé properly cognizable 
by such a court, ana thathe take such further 
steps as may be necessary to protect the rights 
of this Government and its citizens in said 
islands. 

FOR A COALING STATION AT PAGO-PAGO, 

Chairman Herbert of the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs says that an amendment 
will be gee ge offered to the Naval Appro- 
priation bill, when it be called up for consid- 
eration in the House, appropriating $100,000 
for a coaling station at Pago-Pago. Mr. Her- 
bert has not been able to confer with all the 
members of the committee, but such as have 
been spoken to are in favor of the amend- 
meni. 


FOUND POLITICS TOO EXPENSIVE, 


John E, Sullivan of Indianapolis Makes an 
Assignment. 

InpraNaPous, Ind., Jan. 20.—[Special.]— 
Indianapolis people are excited over another 
financial wreck. John E, Suilivan, County 
Clerk and a business-man who operated ex- 
tensively, late this afternoon made an assign- 
ment to Philip M. Gapen, manager of his 
business, for the benefit of creditors. His 
liabilities are variously estimated. The 
amount, it is generaliy believed, will be 
large—not less than $100,000, and possibly 
$150,000—but Mr. Sullivan himself states 
that the liabilities will be below 
either estimate. Eleven years ago he start- 
ed in the poultry business with only a few 
hundred dollars of capital He rapidly ex- 
tended his operations until for several years 
he has been one of the leading shippers of 
poultry, eggs, and butter to the Eastern mar- 
ket, his business aggregating over $1,000,000 
ayear. Branch warehouses have been es- 
tablished at different points. Three years 
ago he went into politics and his business 
hasbeen on the decline in the matter of 
profits, although his operations have been 
growing more and more extensive. He spent 
$30,000 in getting himself elected Clerk of 
Marion County on the Democratic ticket, 
and he afterwards spent from $15,000 to 
$20,000 more in the defense of himseif and 
eleven others who were indicted by the 
United States grand jury for the election 
conspiracy in 1886. The indictment still 
hangs over him. He went through three 
trials, but was neither convicted nor ac- 


quitted, the jury each time failing to agree | 


on a verdict. Two of the men who 
were indicted with him, however, Coy 
and Bernhamer, were convicted and 
are now in the penitentiary. Sullivan’s 
political expenses, it is believed, have caused 
his lailure. He is indebted to the county, it 
is admitted, $21,000, but itis believed that on 
investigation it will be found that the sum is 
much larger, as he heid in his custody trust 
funds amounting at different times to from 
$100,000 upwards. His chief deputy has been 
placed in charge of the office, and the fees 
will be applied to the payment of litigants 
who had money on deposit with the clerk. 
Sullivan’s business creditors are widely scat- 
tered, some of them being in the East, bat 
the majority of them are Indiana people. 


The assets that have been turned over to the | 


assignee are estimated to be worth $100,000. 
Henry N. Spaan, Sullivan’s attorney, in ex- 
planation of the causes of the failure, said; 
The failure was caused by Sullivan’s hav- 
ing too many ironsin the fire, coupled with 
the tally-sheet prosecutions. In fact, in his 
business affairs he overreached himself. He 
was about the only man indicted for the tal- 


ly-sheet forgeries that could put up money, |

Im- 
prisonment from two to five years and dis- 
franchisement for ten years are the penalties 
for violating the provisions of the act.

Mr. Joseph Cole Wants to Collect the 
Rent of a Mission, 

The suit of Joseph Cole, head bartender at 

the Palmer House, against St. James’ Church 
for $200 rent for a store room at No. 633 North 
Clark street was called in Justice Prindiville’s 
court yesterday afternoon and again continued 
by agreement, the defendants, the Rev. Dr. 
Vibbert of St. James’ and the Rev. Montgomery 
Throop of All Saints’, not being present. It is 
understood that a compromise has been 
upon between the representatives of these two 
churenes and that the money will be paid to 
Mr. Coles before the case is again called. 
Ia sp eaking of this case yesterday Attorney 
Allan C. Story said: “The Rev. M. H. Throop 
came to Chicago in November, 1885, to inaugu- 
rate a new parish in North Chicago in the ter- 
ritory between St. James’ Church and the 
Church of Our Savior. He was atonce made as- 
sistant to the Rev. W. H. Viobert, and directed 
to find a suitable lace for church serv- 
ices. The store of r. Cole, No. 633 North 
Clark street. seemed most available at the time, 
and this, with the price, was reportedto Mr. 
Vibbert, who directed him to clinch the bargain 
at once; and to do this it. became necessary to 
take a lease in his own name to May 1, 1886. ‘The 
St. James’ Mission was opened there by the Rev. 
Mr. Vibbert Dec. 27, 1885. Several times Mr. 
Throop requested that the lease be taken from 
his shoulders, but without success. 

‘** During the latter part of March while Throop 
was on a sick bed, Cole, the landlord, sent word 
to him that he had an opportunity to rent 
the store to the parties, and required him 
(Throop) if he wished the premises after

As 
Senator Sherman has publicly declared that 
he 1s going to devote himself to the cham- 
pionship of his Congressional Election bill, 
which will require his services for a long 
time to come, he will have no time to nurse 
Alger grievances, and Alger may be looked 
upon as the coming Secretary of War. To 
satisfy Platt and Warner Miller Gen. Harri- 
son will offer New York two positions, 
either the Navy and the Commissionership 
of Agriculture or the Postmaster General- 
ship and the Commissionership of Agricult- 
ure, the choice being somewhat contingent 
upon Mr. Wanamaker’s decision. 

This leaves the Attorney Generalship and 
the Interior Department open. The former 
may be given to the South, in which case 
Judge Baxter of East Tennessee, who is an 
able young man, may be the recipient. 

To fill the Interior Department to his sat- 
isfaction has given Gen. Harrison great 
trouble, as the office requires not only a good 
lawyer but a man of expert ability in nu- 
merous directions. In reality the work of 
this department ought to be divided up, as is 
done in Canada, thus making the selection 
less difficult. Who will be called to this po- 


| sition is unknown, but as to the others the 


following assignments may be accepted as 
settled: Secretary of State, James G. Blaine 
of Maine; Secretary of the Treasury, Will- 
iam B. Allison of Iowa; Secretary of War, 
Gen. Russell A. Alger of Michigan; Secre- 
tary of the Navy or Postmaster General, 
John Wanamaker of Pennsyivania.

UNJUST RAILROAD CHARGES. 

The remarks by Judge Cooley in regard to 
the follies and injustice of railroad manage- 
ment may well be applied with strong empha- 
sis to abuses that have been commented on 
several times by Tun Txurpune. The officials 
admit by their conduct that the price they 
consent to receive for their tickets from bro- 
kers and others is a fair price and a reason- 
able compensation for their services.” By 
the same rule the Union Pacific management 
stands convicted of the offense of charging 
more than is a reasonable and fair compensa- 
tion for carrying corn part of the way from 
Western Nebraska to Chicago. For years it has 
charged and collected two to three cents per 
hundred pounds more on all such corn than 
it has accepted for precisely the same serv- 
ice when it delivers the property to a line 
that runs southeast from Omaha instead of 
directly eastward. In like manner all the 
lines which transport live hogs from Missouri 
River points to this city have tacitly con- 
ceded that they charge more than the service 
is worth when they wilkngly accept some 27 
per cent less for carrying the flesh of the au- 
imal over precisely the same route and deliv- 
ering it to the same persons bere. The ad- 
mission is all the more open, as the cars in 
which the product is transported actually 
cost more to construct and handle than do 

those open, pen-like vehicles employed in 
carrying live stock. 

The commission has practically admitted 
through its Chairman the iniquitous charac- 
‘ter of these discriminations. Evidently it 
now only needs to furnish the proof and the 
decision must be in favor of the men who 
have suffered so long from the enormity. 
The commigsion merchants and packers of 
this city will be foolish if they omit to seize 
the golden opportunity for obtaining redress. 
They have simply to make the point and 
press it home. Their true position will be 
not that others should be charged more, but 
that the complainants ought to be, charged 
less, and will not be content till they have 
gained their rights in the matter. Their ar- 
gument.will be all the stronger if it be 
accompanied by proof that a few men in 
this city have obtained rebates placing them 
on a level with the favored ones elsewhere, 
thus making the discrimination still more 


tinguished ones who have no friends at court 
and are, therefore, obliged to pay full rates. 
It should not be difficult to furnish proof of 
such illegal preference, but if it be not at- 
tainabie in legal form the argument will be a 
forcible one without it. The railroad man- 
| agers ought to be made to see that if they are 
content to keep on “acting like a parce! of 
boys” they must deal with men who will 
press for punishment as well as redress, un- 
less the offenders yield the point without 
necessitating an appeal to the sword which 
Justice carries as well as the scales. 


| AMBASSADORS” NEEDED RATHER THAN 
“MINISTERS.” 


Senator Gibson’s proposition to style the 
American representatives at the Courts of 
France, Germany, Great Britain, Russia, and 
Italy ‘“* Ambassadors” instead of Ministers 
Plenipotentiary and Envoys Extraordinary ” 
ought to be adopted. The present title is not 
only bombastic but nonsensical. The United 
States has no Ministers Plenipotentiary” 
asa matter of fact, and it seldom sends an 
“Envoy Extraordinary.” A Minister Pleni- 
potentiary is a diplomatic agent vested with 
authority and full power to negotiate as he 
sees fit, whereas our representatives abroad 
in these days of cablegrams are simply bear- 
ers of instructions and act in all important 
matters under the immediate direction of 
the Department of State and the President. 
Nor, being regular residents in the coun 
to Which they are. sent, can they be properly 
styled “Enyoys Extraordinary.” The present 
title is an absurdity, and the reason for its 
„Ambassador is atitle that would be-

Ifa Minister of Fore Affairs be in confer- 
ence with a Minister enipotentiary at the 
moment that an Ambassador is announced he 
thinks it his duty to break off the conference at 
once and receive the Ambassador. A Minister 
Plenipotentiary may have waited an hour per- 
haps in the antechamber, At the moment he is 
about to enter an Ambassador arrives, and the 
usage of most courts. so far as I know, 18 to re- 
ceive the latter; the Minister may have to waita 
long time more, and perchance he may not de re- 
ceived at al! that day. The result is mortification 
and collisions, which may be avoided by a mere 
change of title. A Minister Plenipotentiary 
conscious of his own dignity will not endure such 
treatment, and, for my part, I found myself in a 
situation to resent it successfully, but not with- 
out bringing on a coolness out of all proportion 


with the importance of the matter. 


It is idle to talk as Senator Plumb does 
about securing greater consideration by send- 
ing men of greater ability, accomplishments, 
and force of character to represent us 
abroad. Justice Miller, Mr. Blaine, and 
Chauncey Depew would undoubtedly be so- 
cial lights in any foreign capital and have 
great respect shown them in private life, but 
in public or court affairs they, like Bismarck, 
would be required to give precedence even to 
the Ambassadors of third or fourth rate 
countries. American diplomatic representa- 
tives need greater official prestige and a bet- 
ter official position. A strong argument may 
be made in favor of abolishing the diplo- 
matic service altogether, but as long as it is 
maintained it should be in a manner suited to 
the dignity and greatness of the United 
States as a leading Power. Our Ministers to 
the principal courts of Europe should have 
the rank and dignity of Ambassadors. 


TURNING ON THE LIGHT IN GEORGIA. 

Tae Cuicaco Tauern has had frequent 
occasion since the election of Gen. Harrison 
to wrestle with the Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle 
and to try to force a conviction upon its ob- 
durate soul that justice should be done the 
negro in that and other States, and especial- 
ly that he should have the same opportunity 
for education that the whites have. We 
have never doubted that our appeais to the 
Chronicle would blossom and bear fruit some 
time, but we had hardly expected it would 
accept an exhortation to turn on the light 
so soon. That paper of the 27th contains an 
extraordinary plea from the Rev. J. O. A. 
Clark, one of the most devoted men in the 
Methodist ministry ana a presiding elder of 
a large district in Middle Georgia, urging the 
education of the masses, black and white. 
He sets forth that the negroes of Georgia 
are eagerly seeking for education, while the 
whites are indifferent, and that the school- 
ing of the former has already progfessed be- 
yond the three months’ term given by the 
State. We quote a few extracts from this 


plea: 

But the most remarkable thing about this rev- 
elation is that the blacks crave their schooling, 
while the whites in many cases seem absolutely 
indifferent to their advantages or their needs. 
The negro Bishops and their church ministers 
have passed the word of command along the 
black lines, ** Educate.” This they are doing 
with a vengeance. They do not hesitate to take 
their children from the flelds and place them on 
the bench. Fingers that are used to picking cot- 
ton are now employing the slate and pencil. It is 
a rare sight in that section to see negro children 
at work in the fields. where they were plentiful a 
few years ago. And they are learning fast. They 
have what may be called teachableness toa 
remarkable degree. They are docile and easily 
managed. Accustomed to obey, they are as clay 
in the hands of the teachers. 

They have not the individuality of the white 
children nor their creative genius, but they do 
have the material which goes to make soldiers 
and scholars. performances of black chil- 
dren im the high schools of the State have been 
commented upon, and the progress in the prima- 
ry grades throughout Georgia is said to be large- 
ly satisfactory. 

They recognize tnat culture brings wealth and 
influence, and that the educated man, whether 
white or biack, stands a better chance of gettin 
along than the untutored. Sothey are crowd- 
ing school-houses, and are actually living on 
bread and water in many 4 Georgia district that 
their children may be sustained at school. 


The. statements here made confirm what 
Tun Trisune has often urged—namely: give 
the negroes a chance for education and they 
will improve it. In this case it appears they 
are outstripping the whites. But the most 
encouraging feature of this matter is the

The pressing need of education in the country 
never had a more striking argument. If, as the 
N 1 say, there is to be a race issue in the 

uth, if one element is to crowd the other for 
subsistence, for control, obviously enough edu- 
cation of the masses will play a large part in the 
solution of the question. 

But, leaving out all questions of race or color, 
it is the duty of the people to educate their chi- 
dren, and the State must help them doit. We 
are not yet prepared to urge a compulsory law. 
But by all means we must have tight. 

Dr. Clark's views as given in the Chronicle 
have already created a profound sensation in 
Georgia. Let them be published in full. 


We congratulate the Chronicle that at last 
its eyes are opening. Yes, by all means 
turn on the light! 


IMPURITIES IN THE ILLINOIS RIVER. 

For the last six months there have been 
made under the direction of the State Board 
of Health periodical examinations of the con- 
dition of the water at various points between 
Lake Michigan and the mouth of the Lllinois 
River to see to what extent it was contami- 
nated by. sewage. The results show most 
strikingly what Taz Trisune has always 
contended, that whatever sewage nuisance 
there was existed in Chicago in a far higher 
degree than it possibly could in any valley 
town; that the dilution of the sewage by 
the Kankakee, Fox, Vermilion, and other 
streams and its oxygenation by exposure to 
the atmosphere made it inoffensive to eye or 
nose by the time it reached Peoria; and tnat, 
as the river water would never again be 
used under any circumstances for drinking 
purposes, all that Chicago couid rightfully 
be asked to do was to furnish such additional 
dilution that at those times of the year when 
the streams were ice-bound and the flow les- 
sened and oxygenation hindered there 
should be no annoyance at any place where 
the river water came to the surface after 
long confinement beneath the ice. 

The following figures show the proportions 
ot free ammonia in a million parts of water, 
and as ammonia is given out by nitroge- 
nous substances in the process of decay the 
degree of sewage contamination is indicated. 
The Chicago figures represent the lake water 
we drink. The ammonia in the South Branch 
1s Shown by the figures at Bridgeport:

It wul next be seen that the water at 
Pekin, ten miles below Peoria, is thrice as 
bad as at the labt-named place, thanks to the 
pollution of the river by the sewage of 
Peoria and the refuse from its manufactories 
and distilieries. At the river mouth the 
water is in passable drinking condition. 
Oxygenation has done its work. 

Now, if the Chicago dilution were twice 
what itis the quality of the water would be 
twice as good. With the dilution of 250,000 
cubic feet a minute, or six times the present 
quantity which Chicago offers, the water 
would be six times as good or six times less 
impure, putting it in reverse order. Then 
the free ammonia at Jotiet would be repre- 
sented by 1.5 or less instead of 8.9, while at 
La Salle the water would be as pure as it 
now is at the mouth of the Illinois, where 
not a word of complaint is heard. In the 
face of these facts what folly to be insisting 
on a channel which shall have a capacity of 
600,000 cubic feet a minute.

It is said that many of the deposed officials 
are Republicans, and this would seem proba- 
ble, since most of them have terms in office 
antedating the present Democratic Adminis- 
tration. They had passed unscathed through 
upheavals and severe investigations made 
during Republican Administrations only to 
be charged with fraud and dismissed sum- 
marily at the close of a Democratic term of 
office. Assuming the charges against them 
to be true it is plain that they have been in- 
fected by their recent surroundings, and in 
the general deterioration of the public 
service have become, hke Old Dog Tray, the 
victims of the company they kept. Breathing 
a Tammany atmosphere and ruled by Dem- 
ocratic superiors they appear to have been 
unable to preserve Republican integrity. If 
guilty as charged no Republican will regret 
their discharge from office or any otner fit 
punishment which may follow. Republicans 
who have been handling pitch during the 
last four years of the Democratic Adminis- 
tration in the New York Custom-House 
should not complain of the consequences. 

Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Fairchild cannot 
meet the demands of the situation by a 
spasm of reformatory virtue during their 
last days in office: and an effort to make 
scapegoats of a few Repudlicans caught in 
bad company. They realize doubtless that 
the books are soon to be balanced, cash 
counted, and methods investigated, and de- 
sire, if possible, to forestall some of the dis- 
closures certain to take place when the new 
Administration comes into power. Enough 
is known to prove the New York Custom- 
House rotten with fraud, but the corruptions 
and abusés cannot be loaded onto the shoul- 
ders of afew holdover Republicans kept in 
office by Democrat sufferance and to placate 
mugwump civil service reformers. The 
truth will soon be brought out as fully as 
possible and the books of the Democratic 
Administration properly balanced. Gen. 
Harrison will soon be ready to “look over 
the books and turn the rascals out.“ In- 
vestigation and exposure will not end when 
Cleveland gets through with his scapegoats. 

Mr. Cleveland will need to make thorough 
work in the New York Custom-House in the 
next month if he expects to correct the 
frauds and rascalities practiced during his 
Administration, and leave no reformatory 
work of that kind for his successor.

The 
Democratic bummers and strikers have had 
fat picking in the New York Custo-House, 
and when called on after March 4 to step 
down and out they will leave an office rotten 
with fraud.

The Bacon Remedy for Diphtheria. 

CHADRON, Neb., Jan. 26.—|Editor of The Trib- 
une.

above described. Creosote is an active poison 
and is an active ingredient of bacon [from the 
smoke]. Creosote is contained in the smoke of 
wood, and perhaps the best is obtained from the 


beech. Creosote is an antidote for certain poi- 


sons. Salt is also an antidote for certain poi- 
sons, such as bee stings, eto. It is a well known 
fact to those living on the frontier that a live hog 
is not anes to the bite of a rattlesnake, 
but on the contrary hogs eat live rattlesnakes 
with avidity and impunity. Bacon contains the 
necessary elements—to-wit: Hog's flesh.“ 
salt,“ and smoke (creosote), to 

several poisons. Why is it not possible that 
these antidotes in combination (bacon) are not 
the specific for diphtheritic poison that the med- 
ical professiop have long sought and not found? 
A single experiment will prove that the 
tissues of e throat absorb most of the 
fat of the bacon.

The East Africa Bill Passed to a Second. 
Reading— Miscellaneous Notes. 

Beri, Jan. 29.—In the Reichstag today 
the East Africa bill passed the second read- 
ing after a short debate, in which only Pro- 
gressist and Socialist members opposed the 
measure. Drs. Virchow and Bamberger were 
alone among the members of the com- 
mittee in desiring the ejection of the 
bill, which was returned to the 
Reichstag in much the same form as dratted. 
At the instance of Dr. Windthorst, the refcr- 
ence in the second clause to the powers of 
imperial commissary over the East Africa 
Company was elided. Dr. Windthorst’s 
motive was to suppress allusion to the East 
Africa Company and to give the measure a 
less commerc and more humanitarian as- 
pect, which met the approval of Prince Bis- 
marck. 

The election of Gen. Boulanger continues 
to be the theme of earnest discussion. the 
feeling in official circles over the election is 
less pessimistic than that of the press, If 
the predictions of the newspapers are ful- 
filled Europe will be in arms within a few 
months. ö 

On the boerse yesterday prices strength- 
ened on the assumption that the election dis- 
closed such demoralization in France as 
would prevent a war for a long time to come, 
Today, however, business showed that the 
feeling of confidence had rather abated.

A large number of students who were op- 
posed to the measure, and who favored the 
creation of a national army, blocked the ap- 
proaches to the Chamber during the closing 
debate. They cheered the opponents of the 


bill, and groaned and jeered at the Govern- 
ment. When Von Tisza, the Prime Minister, 
emergéd from the Parliamentary Building 
after the vote was taken he was surrounded 
by the students and had great difficulty in 
reaching his carriage.

It was impossible, ne declared, to view the 
preparations for war now being made 
throughout Europe without feeling that a 
war was approaching. He hoped, however, 
that the wisdom of England’s statesmen 
would prevent that nation from becoming ia- 
volved.

MR, PHELPS AGAIN BANQUETED. 


Lord Coleridge Pays a Warm Tribute to 
the Departing American. 

Loxpox, Jan. 29.—The Century Club to- 
night gave u dinner to Mr. Phelps, the Unit- 
ed States Minister. Lord Coleridge was 
Chairman. Among the guests were the Mar- 
quis of Lorne, Sir Lyon Playfair, Howard 
Potter, Archdeacon Farrar, Sir Edward 
Thornton, Secretary White of the American 
Legation, Consul-General. Waller, Col. Gou- 
rand, and Mr. W. H. Burns. 

The Chairnian, in proposing the health of 
Mr. Phelps, paid him a warm tribute and said 
he deeply regretted his coming departure.

MANY BILLS TO PREVENT FRAUD. 


Legislators Seeking to Stop the Adaltera- 
tion of Food. 
SPrixnerietp, II., Jan. 29.—[Special.]— 
There is a 8 of bills to prevent 
fraud. Another of them was introduced in 
the House today by Hunter of Knox, and re- 
uires State’s Attorneys to prosecute those 
who sell anything purporting to be lard 
which contains ingredients other than the 
pure fatof healthy swine, and shall be sub- 
jected to a fine. Tomorrow Representative 
Lyman will present a bill requiring canned 
packers to label each can so that its 
contents can be understood, and also show- 
ing date of the canning and the ingredients. 
Charles Fuller also introduced a bili in the 
same line, which makes it unlawful for per- 
son, company, corporation, etc., to manu- 
facture any food proa uct, such as butter, 
cheese, flour, sugar, spices, etc., which shall 
be adulterated or mixed with any foreign or 
deleterious substance.

PROAIBITION CAUSING TROUBLE. 


Senators Know Not Whatto Do with It— 
Democratic Caucus. 

Sprrxoriexp, III., Jan. 29.—[Special.]—Sen- 
ator Setrest presented in the Senate today a 
petition from the voters of Milk’s Grove, 
Iroquois County, who want an opportunity 
to vote on the prohibition amendment, the 
resolution for the submission of which will 
come up tomorrow morning as a special or- 
der.

SENATE JUDICIARY COMMITTEE. 


Only Two Bills Receive Favorable Action 
Out of Eight. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 29.— [ Special.] — The 
Judiciary Committee of the Senate consid- 
ered eight bills this afternoon, only two of 
which, however, got out with favorable re- 
ports, the rest being sent to sub-committees 
or killed.

GENERAL SPRINGFIELD NEWS. 
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SEVERAL LARGE-SIZED SNAGS, 


At the Close of the New York Meeting They 
Had bat Four Roads te Take In; Now 
They Have Seven—President Stickney 
Refuses te Vote Because the Majority 
Present Are Not Gentlemen —A Fer- 
suading Committee of Three Appointed. 

After a week’s deliberation the railroad 
„ gentlemen are now back again at exactly 
the same point where they were at the con- 
clusion of their New York meeting Jan. 10. 
At that meeting of the representatives of the 
twenty-one roads, tne signatures of the 
Presidénts of which were necessary to 
make the new agreement effective, 
seventeen were present and voted in the af- 
firmative. Presidents Strong of the Atchi- 
son, Hughitt of the Northwestern, and Cable 
of the Rock Island were appointed a com- 
mittee to procure the signatures of the ab- 
sent Presidents of the Chicago & Alton, IIli- 
nois Central, Wisconsin Central, and Bur- 
lington & Northern. 

They did not succeed in securing the ratifi- 
cation of the agreement by any of the above 
roads, but three of them—the Alton, Burling- 
ton & Northern, and Wisconsin Central— 
were represented at the meetings in this city 
during the last week. The [Illinois Central 
has steadfastly refused to put in an appear- 
ance. and the Fort Scott & Gulf Railroad, 
which, it was understood, s hs ang me np with 
the new movement, has been unrepre- 
sented and its failure to appear is unaccount- 
ed for. Th® objections of the Alton and 
Wisconsin Central to the agreement were 
removed by the adoption of amendmects 
and the revision of provisions as suggested 
by them, and they are now ready to come 
into the fold. Tne Burlington & Northern, 
however, could not be placated, and there is 
danger that the position taken by that road 
may lead toafailureof the new scheme. It 

had beerf understood that its principie ob- 
jection to the new agreement was that there 
was no specific provision which 
enabled It to meet rates made be the “Soo”’ 
line and other Lake Superior routes running 

East via the Sault Ste. Marie and Duluth. 

To remove this objection a resolution was in- 

troduced Monday afternoon which provided 

that the rules of the subordinate associations 
now in effect regarding competition with out- 
side lines should continue in force under the 
new gentlemen's““ ement. This would 
have enabled the Burlington & Northern or 
any other Nortnwestern line to meet the 
rates made by outside competitors without 
giving previous notice. Vice-President Harris 
was not present when the resolution was in- 


troduced, and his representative, General | 


Freight A Hamlin, declined to vote for 
2 proposition without instruction from Mr. 
ris.

FURTHER CONCESSIONS. 

It was thought that at this morning’s meet- 
ing Vice-President Harris would vote for the 
proposition. To make it still more accepta- 
bie for him the following new amendment, 
covering the question of meeting rates of 
outside competitors, was introduced: 

Any linein this association which may in an 
emergency find it necessary to promptiy make a 
special rate or rates to meet the act of a line 8 
side of the association is privileged so to do, but 
shall at once notify the Chairman of the associa- 
tion of such action and submit to him its justifi- 
cation therefor; and if such justification is not 
found sufficient by the Chairman such line shall 
suffer the penalties provided for in the agree- 
ment; Dut in all cases where tne act of an out- 
side line would seem to necessitate the making 
of new tariffs, thus involving prolonged reduc- 
tion in rates, as contradistinguished from tem- 
porary emergencies, the facts must be submitted 
to the Chairman, who shall promptly convene 
the Board of Managers te take action thereon. 

Great was the surprise when Vice-Presi- 
dent Harris of the Burlington & Northern 
was found to be voting against the amend- 
ment, of rather geelining to vote. President 
Ashley of the Wabash Western also voted 

nst the amendment, for the reason that 
he thought its adoption would be disastrous 
to the New York agreement between gen- 
tlemen.”’ 

President Stickney of the Chicago, St. 
Paul & Kansas City refused to vote for it be- 
cause a majority of those present at the 
meeting were not gentlemen“ and voted 
for it subject to the approval of the Presi- 
dents and Boards of Directors of tneir 
roads. He said he stood ready to 
vote for the proposition as soon as 
the Presidents of the other roads had rati- 
tied the votes of their subordinates. He 
could not see the object of trying w adopt 
an agreement when the officials of the roads 
represented at the meeting were not author- 
ized to act definitely. 

The reason of the Burlington & Northern’s 
refusal to vote for the amendment was of 
coe importance, and the explanation-of 

ice-President Harris caused a cold shiver 
to run down the backs of the gentlemen 
and other officials. He said his company 
could not become a party to the agree- 
— unless the 800 Line, Minnesota 

Duluth, Southshore & Atlantic, 

— ‘St aul & Duluth joined the combins- 
tion and subscribed to the agreement. He 
said all these roads competed with the Bur- 
— ton & Northern tor Eastern through 
c,and unless they were brought into 

the association he could not com- 
pete with them for such traffic. He 
said his. company had no local trale 
to fall back upon and had to depend entirely 
upon through business; consequently the 
above named four Lake Superior lines, 
which ali had through connections to the 
East, had to be brought under the same rules 
and regulations as the Burlington & North- 


ern. 
AN AWKWARD DILEMMA. 

Here was a new dilemma which the gen- 
temen had not bargained for. No thought 
had previously been entertained of bringing 
these Lake Superior lines into the associa- 
tion. It was not thought that their competi- 
tion with tne lines running via Chicago 
could do any serious harm. They 
had not been invited to become 
members of the new association 
and it was not believed that they could be 
induced to become members. Thus, instead 
of — four roads to get yet into the com- 
bination, as was the case when the 
New York meeting adjourned, there were 
now seven roads which had to be 
inauced to become members before 
the agreement could become effective. 
As regards the Fort Scott Road no doubt is 
expressed that it will join the combination, 
but the six other roads will undoubtedly re- 
quire much persuasion and pressure before 
they can be induced te come in. especially 
the Lake Superior lines, the cvdperation of 
which tne Burlington & Nortnera makes a 
condition for its joining the association. 

The only thing, therefore, that could be 
done under the circumstances was to 
back to the point arrived at when the 
New York meeting adjourned and again ms 
point Presidents nghits, Cable, and Stron 
committee to use their persuasive powers th 


the Presidents of the seven roads and pro- 


cure their signatures to the new ment. 
The mee adjourned until 10 o’clock this 
morning, ut it is hardly probable 
that much further progress can be 
made until the gentlemen's committee of 
three“ has communicated with the Presi- 
dents of the seven roads and is able to re- 
port whether they will join the association. 
Ine formality of electing a permanent chair- 
man is tobe gone through with before ad- 
journment so as to be able to commence op- 
erauons under the new agreement as soon as 
a favorable result is reached. :

AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


President Miller's Open Letter on the New 
Bill to Regulate Traffic. 

President Rosweji Miller of the Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Railway has written an open letter giv- 
ing his views on the pro bill to regulate 
railway traffic recently introduced in the State 
of Wisconsin. The following is an abstract of 
the most interesting portions of the document: 

“The perennial demand for additional and re- 
strictive legislation comes not from the people 
of Wisconsin, but from parties whose interest 
lies solely in depriving the agricultural products 
of the State of two markets on substantially the 
same terms. present laws, which are ade- 

uate to the protection of the public, pro- 

bit discrimination and unreasonable charges; 
pel the furnishing of suitable cars on reasor- 
a notice; require the prompt trausportation 
or delivery of freight; reasonable and suitable 
facilities for receiving, handling, and delivering 
of freight; provide for e investigation 
of complaints by the Commissioner, with 
power to — the attendance of wit- 
nesses and production of books and 
papers; and in case any company fails 
to obey the finding of the Commissioner, it be- 
comes the duty ot the Attorney General to ex- 
amine the evidence and at his discretion bring 
suit at the expense of tne State violation of the 
law — de — r dy *

bill are: First, That it shall be consi seed tn- 
just discrimination to charge a higher rate for 
one car-load than for more than one. By the 
ruling of the courts this has become a law with- 
out express statutes.

4 POINT IN AMENDING THE ELECTION LAW 


if the Power to Appoint Commissioners Is 

Conferred on the Governor Must the 

Act Be Submitted ? | 
Omg, Jan. 10.—[ Editor of The Tribune. | 
An ingenious argument against taking tne 
appointment of Election Commissioners 
from the County Judge and giving it to the 
Governor is based on the theory that the 
Commissioners, in creating the expenses of 
elections, exercise a power of taxation, and 
hence are corporate authorities and must 
be elected by the people or appointed in a 
manner towhich the people have'given as- 
sent. This objection would seem wholly 
without support in the text of the City Elec- 
uon law. That act, after fixing the fees, 
salaries, etc. of the commission, says: 

It shall also be the duty of the governing au- 
thority of such counties and cites respectively 
to make provision for the prompt payment of 
such salaries and expenses aa the case may be. 

Clearly the power to levy and collect taxes 
is not vested in the commission, but is care- 
fully kept in the hands of the corporate au- 
thorities. The Supreme Court distinctly 
recognized this fact in deciding the test case 
under the City Election law. After stating 
that expenses were “incurred by the Elec- 
tion Commussioners’’ and ‘audited by the 
County Judge” the court said explicitly: 

The assessment and collection of taxes for 
the payment of these expenses are not taken 
out ofthe hands of the corporate authorities 
of the city, but are expressly left with such au- 
thorities. 

The Election Commissioners have not pre- 
tended and do not pretend to levy and collect 
taxes. Provision for the payment of election 
expenses is made by the corporate authori- 
ties of the city in the same manner as other 
local revenues are raisea. To contend that 
because the Commissioners create the ex- 
pense they really levy the tax would become 
a metaphysician seeking a theory of primary 
causes rather than a court or a lawyer desir- 
ing to learn the meaning of a statute. The 
City Election law was oot intended to change 
the method of taxation and has not done so. 
The levies for the payment of election ex 
penses are made by the corporate authorities 
regularly charged with raising revenues, 
while the Election Commissioners confine 
themselves to their duties in controlling and 
reguiating elections in the manner required. 

‘ne Constitution, after providing for _ 
cial assessments and local taxation for im- 
provement purposes, says: 

For all other corporate purposes all municipal 
corporations may be vested with authority to 
assess and collect taxes. 

The Board of Election Commissioners is 
nota “ municipal corporation,“ and it is diffi- 
cult to see how it could be suthorized to 
assess and collect taxes.“ No attempt of 
the kind has been made. The Commissioners 
constitute an election board and that only. 
The power to “assess and collect taxes re- 
mains just where it was before—in the hands 
of the corporate authorities. It is claimed, 
however, that the corporate authorities are 
not simply given authority to levy taxes to 
meet the expenses of the Election Commis- 
sion but are bound to pay the liabilities in- 
curred by that board, and hence it in effect 
compels the municipality to submit to a levy. 
Still we Legislature had authority to pre- 
scribe a new system of elections and by 
virtue of its power to commute taxes could 
divide the expense between cities and coun- 
ties as it saw fit. It was not necessary to 
submit the matter to a vote of the peo- 
ple in order to provide a Board of 
Election Commissioners and require cities 
or counties to pay for their services. 
Policemen get most of their authority 
from the State and are charged principaily 
with the enforcement of State laws, but they 
are paid by the municipalities. Election 
Commissioners are charged with the regula- 
tion of State as well as county and city elec- 
tions, and without asking the consent of 
local taxpayers the State could make the 
municipalities pay the Commissioners for 
State and county duties performed within 
the corporate limits. To do so it was not 
necessary to make the Commissioners “ cor- 
porate authorities” or submit the question 
of their appointment to a popular vote. A 
vote by the people not being necessary to 
give the Legisiature power to adopt the law 
it would seem needless to ask it in making 
amendments. Lex.

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MR. RILEY IS SATISFIED. 


HE AND MAYOR ROCHE SOLVE THE 
DRAINAGE PROBLEM, 


The Modifications Suit the Jollet People 
end the Commission Will Probably 
Render a Unanimous Report Favoring 
the Adoption of the Bill—It Contem- 
plates an Expenditure of $8,000,000— 
Flushing Will Obviate the Necessity of 
Widening the River. 


Mayor Roche had an informal conference 
with Representative Riley of Joliet yester- 
day onthe drainage question, the result of 
which will probably be that a uganimous 
report will be agreed on at the ful) meeting 
of the committee in Springfield this af ter- 
noon. Mr. Riley, as was stated yesterday, is 
a representative of the IIImois Valley ex- 
tremists, who all along insisted on a chan- 
nel with a 600,000 cubic feet capacity. 
While witlng enough to admit for 
that there was no prospective 
need of a channel of the dimensions referred 
to, he has all along maintained that his peo- 
ple would not be satistied with anything 
less. After his talk with the Mayor yester- 
day Mr. Riley became convinced that it 


would be both unwise and unjust to insist on 


a channel for the Chicago district of 
a greater capacity than 300,000 cubic feet. 
This would give water for diluting pur- 
poses to the Chicago region in the propor- 
tion of 32,000 cubic feet for every 100,000 in- 
habitants, he said, whereas now the water 
for dilution was but 5,000 cubic feet for the 
same number of people. A more than six- 
fold increase of we diluting power was all 
sufficient, in Mr. Riley’s opinion. 

But, anticipating a population of 1,500,000 
inhabitants in the Chicago district within 
the next twenty years and 500,000 in the Cal- 
umet region, he was disposed to insist that 
the rock cut should have a discharge 
capacity of 600.000 cubic feet. It was then 
pointed out to him that the Calumet region 
discharge, problematical as it was, would be, 
if at all, through only part of the rock cut 
from Sag Bridge or a point below Sag Bridge 
to Lockport, half the distance of the rock 


cut. 

He admitted the cogency of this argument, 
and it was finaily agreed to add a 
section to the bill providing that 
when the Calumet region drains into 
the main outlet the latter shall be of 
the 600,000 cubic feet capacity and the new 
district shall bear its fair proporwon of the 
additonal expense. Senator Bell will cer- 
tainly agree to this amendment, as the Peo- 
ria people are not much affected by the sew- 
age under the present circumstances and 
will not be at all affected by it when the 
channel capacity is 800,000 cubic feet. 

SAVING OF TEN MILLIONS. 

The reports of the Monday papers that the 
rock cut would be 160x18 feet and of 600,000: 
cubic feet capacity was entirely premature. 
The expense of the channel as jected in 
the Monday papers was estima at $15,000, - 
000 to $20,000,000. Mayor Roche said yester- 
day that the expense would not exceed 
$8,000,000. By utilizing the canal to Willow 
Springs $5,006,000 in work and land damages 
would be saved, by other changes in the 
original proposition of Messrs. Beli and Riley 

600 more could be saved, and all would 
satistied. 
ayor Roche talked yesterday after the 
conference in his office with Mr. Riley, and 
in reply to the criticism that it would be im- 
possible to force 300,000 cubic feet of water 
through the channel of the Chicago River in 
a minute without widening it at an enormous 
expense, setting back the bridge piers, 
raising the bridges, etc., said: 

There is no need of widening the river 
within the city. That would be impractica- 
ble because it would be enormously expen- 
sive. There is another way in which we can 
obtain the’ necessary 300,000 feet which will 
not be one-hundreth part so expensive and 
which will be much more serviceable so far 
as the sanitary condition of the city and the 
district is concerned. This plan is but a 
modification ot an old scheme projected by 
City Engineer Chesbrough several 
years ago. He BF age. po om the dig- 
ging of a cove sewerway from 
the lake at Thirty-ninth street along 
the line of that thoroughfare to the South 
Branch, along the South Branch to a point 
west of the Stock-Yards, and thence through 
an open cut tothe Canal west of Brighton 
Park. : 

FLUSHING WOULD BE PRACTICABLE. 

“This waterway—half tunnel halt canal 
would afford means of flushing and thorough- 
ly 1 the South Fork, would become 
the artery for the drainage of the Lake and 
Hyde Park region, and would convey about 
100.000 cubic feet of lake water to the main 
waterway below Brighton Park. All ihe 
main sewers of Lake and Hyde Park would 
empty into it, also the southern cross sewers 
of the city—those at Twenty-second, Thirty- 
first and, Thirty-ninth streets—which now 
empty into the lake—a fact of which many 
Chicagoans are not aware. Instead of one 
tunnel along Thirty-ninth street we might 
have three tunnels all converging into one 
west of Clark street, say at Stewart avenue. 
From that point west the channel could be 
an open one. It would afford important dock 
facilities in the neighborhood. Forcing 
wheels could be placed at the opening of the 
three smaller or converging tunnels to give 
head to the water. The cost of the machinery 
for operating such wheels would be $100,000 
and toe cost of maintaining the same would 
be about $60 per day. 

“i sent one of my engineers to Milwaukee, 
where similar 8 is in operation for 
flushing purposes, and 1 am speaking from 
the book. The whole cost ot this work would 
in the first instance be about $1,000,000. It 
would cost twenty times that amount to 
widen the river two feet. There is no neces- 
sity, as you will see, for going to this 
enormous expense. I do not care to go much 
into details, and I may say that I am not 
quite certain that the river as it is, properly 
cleansed and dredged, may no. , a chan- 
nel for all the water we need, even without 
this Thirty-ninth street work. But the latter 
scheme must be undertaken sooner or later 
to divert the sewage and drainage of Hyde 
Park and Lake from the lake.“

A TEST IN FIRING DYNAMITE SHELLS. 


What Zalinski’s Huge Gun Can Do—Terrible 
Effectiveness of the Pneumatic Cannon. 
New York Times: The Government test of 

the new 15-inch dynamite gun for the cruiser 

Vesuvius came off yesterday before a board 

of naval officers at Fort Lafayette. It was 

well towards II e’clock when the first shot 
was placed in the gun. It was a sub-calibre 

projectile of Cinch diameter, fitted toa 15- 

inch bore, and filled with 200 pounds of 


| sand to give it the requisite weight. It was 


11:30 a. m. when the firat discharge of the 
morning sent this projectile to whatever spot 
it could reach. The projectile power was 
1,000 pounds of air to the square inch, 
and with an elevation of 18° to the gun; 
it landed the first projectile 497 yards beyond 
the mile buoy. This position now was the 
target for the shots which were to follow. 

The first shell for the official trial was next 
placed in ihe gun, the loading being greatiy 
tacilitated by three seamen gunners detailed 
to assist about the gun. This projectile con- 
tained 175 pounds of dynamite, as did all the 
loaded sub-calibres, with the exception of 
one, which had 201 pounds of explosive ma- 
terial—180 pounds of explosive gelatine and 
21 pounds of dynamite placed in a three inch 
core. At 11:80 the rst shot of the trial was 
fired. It was in the air 1194 seconds and fell 
161 yards short. On striking the water the 
shell evidently broke, for successive explo- 
sions, weak in force, occurred irregularly. 
{tis possivie that the sheli casting was 
stinashed in or wrenched, either when leav- 
ing the gun or striking the water, in a man- 
ner which hindered the action of the electric 
fuse. Atany rate, the explosion was weak. 
The same air pressure was used. 

The third shot placed in the gun was of 
the same description as the tirst officiai pro- 

ebtile. It contained 175 pounds of dynamite. 
he time of flight was 12K seconds. It struck 
two points to the right and 168 yards short of 
the standara position. The expidsive effect 
of this projectile was exceilent, a high column 
of water being thrown into the air and the 
sea raised bodily for a distance of twenty 
yards around the centre of the column, 

At exactly 12 @clock noon projectile No. 9. 
or the fourth in the list of those fired, was 
ready. It was twelve seconds in the air, and 
struck the water only eighteen yards short. 
It was two and a half seconds after the pro- 
jectile struck the water that the 1 „ o- 
curred. The effect was good. ere is no 
denying the accomplishments of a charge of 
175 pounds of dynamite when exploding in 
water. 

he fifth shot was fired at 12:10 p. m.; 
weight and shell and explosive the same as 
in those fired before. The shot was eleven 
and three-quarter seconds in the air and fell 
twenty-one yards short. An interval of three- 
quarters of asecond elapsed between the 
projectile striking the water and the occur- 
rence of the explosion. 

The sixth shotof the same typeas the 
above was fired afew moments later and 
dropped in nearly the same place. The time 
of tlight was twelve seconds, and the ex- 
plosion occurred almost simultaneously with 
the time of the projectile striking the water. 

Projectile No. 7 was fitted with a delay 
fuse, otherwise it was identical with ail the 
former ones used. The time of flight was 
eleven two-fifth seconds, the explosion occur- 
ring one ard two-fifth seconds later, having 
worked perfectly. This shot fell 122 yards 
short. a 

No. 8 was the one filled with 201 pounds of 
explosive material. The requirements de- 
manded a 200-pound charge in eight-inch sub- 
calibre sheils, but it was found that the 
density of the explosive material obtained in 
this country woula not permit that amount 
being put in, unless an inferior grade was 
used, and this Capt. Zalinski would not re- 
sort to. The best — of explosive ma- 
terial is obtained in Glasgow; but there was 
not sufficient time to procure it before this 
last trial. Accordingly material which had 
come from Scotland, but designed for other 
use, was placed in one eight-inch shell, a suf- 
ficient amount being obtained. Being a 
heavier projectile, the time of flight was 
slower, the sheil being in the air thirteen 
seconds. It fell short eighty yards. 

Shot No 9 was fired at l0o’clock. It was 
identical with the above. The time of flight 
was twelve and four-fifths seconds, the ex- 
plosion O6ceGrring one second later, having 
fell short twenty-four yards. This projectile 
evidently struck the mud before exploding, 
for a large column of mud and water was 
thrown up by the explosive effect. 

The morning’s work ended the trial of the 
mile range, and if the tirst preliminary shot 
was taken as a standard of posiuon the re- 
quirements had not been fulfilled. But the 
specifications are elastic, and it was after- 
ward decided pot to take the first shot fired 
as the standard one, but to use the position 
marked by the tirst loaded shell as the one 
around which to group the others. If this is 
done there is no doubt but that 50 per cent of 
the projectiles fired over the mile range 
came within rectangular limits ofone com- 
mon centre, 

It was nearly 3 p. m. before operations 
were resumed. The range now chosen was 
the 200 yards, the centre rectangle to be 
marked by the first shot firea. 

The second shot at the 200-yard range 
was fired at 2:58 p. m. It was a sub-calibre 
eight-inch sand shell. Its time of flight was 
0:034¢. This shell marked the position of the 
rectangle, 

Shots numbers three and four were each 
5 seconds in their flight, and both fell in near- 
ly the same spot. The test was a compiete 
success at this range. 

A sana plug weighing 300 pounds was next 
fixed to demonstrate the gun’s ability to drop 
a projectile ata distance of less than 100 
8 from the guns. The gun put this plug 

5 yards from the muzzle, the time of the 
flight being 3 seconds. 

At the 200-yard ranges 1,000 pounds air 
pressure was used, as at the long * but, 
of course, a greater loss was permit 

The flring at the 1,000-yard range com 
menced at 8:30 p.m. The firstor mark shot 
was a sub-calibre sand suell of the type as 
used before. The time of flight was eleven 
seconds, the air pressure 1,000 pounds, and 
the elevation 18°. Two shots were now fired 
over this range, the time of flight of each be- 
ing ten and one-haif seconds, both falling in 
the same place, a little short of the standard 
position, but, nevertheless, safely located. 
This ended the official trial. 

An experimental 500- pound sand shell was 
now fired for an extreme range atan eleva- 
tion of 38“. The same trouble of last Satur- 
day occurred in balloting and tumbling, and 
the experiment was fruitiess. The time of 
flight was sixteen seconds. 

A 200-pound sand sheil was the final shot 
of the day. It was used as an experimental 
range shot, but on account of twenty-five 
pounds loss of air fell short. 

There was no specification which demana- 
ed rapidity of fire in yesterday’s trial, and as 
a consequence plenty of time was taken 
throughout the test. 

The trial is looked upon as a success, 
though just what percentage of the projectiles

MORE ACTIVITY ON THE NEW YORK 
STOCK EXCHANGE. 


A Continued Demand for Railway Bonds— 
Reading Makes a Gain—Pallman Touch- 
es 199 and Then Drops Back—Cincin- 
nati’s New Chamber of Commerce 
Opened—A Case Growing Out of the 
McGeoch Failure Decided—Other Mar- 
ket News. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—|Spectal.]—Business to- 
day on the Stock Exchunge was considerably 
more active than it has been for several days 
past, and the tone of speculation was of a better 
nature than has prevailed recently. Nearly 
every stock on the entire list was from U to 1 
point higher, although just before the close there 
was & slight reaction which sent prices off frac- 
tionally. The Grangers were better on the pros- 
pects of a successful termination to the railroad 
meetings and the completion of the new agree- 
ment, while the coal stocks were stronger, ow- 
ing to the presence of cold weather and the con- 
sequent increased demand for that fuel. Then, 
too, the continued demand for railroad bonds 
showed that there was no lack of money seeking 
investment, and this served to give an impetus 
to speculation that materially a in 
bringing about the more cheerful condition 
of affairs that existed. Reading bonds were 
again the feature of the bond market, and under 
the daily buying orders that have come from the 
other side the price of Reading 4 per cents has 
gone up 4% points in about ten days. The trans- 
actions in séries of Reading bonds today 
amounted to over $1,200,000, and in other bonds 


there was a proportionate activity. The better 


condition caused a covering by the shorts, some 
of whom became frightened and hastened to 
cover. London also bought quite freely, taking 
about the same line of stocks as yesterday, in- 
cluding for a change some Atchison.

’ WEANING HIM FROM POKER. 


A Harvard Student Going Through a Course 
of Sprouts to Be Cured of Gambling. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 26.—There is one stu- 
dent at Harvard who is being put through a 
vigorous course of sprouts to wean him from 
the allurements of the gaming table. His 
case is a littie different from the ordinary ca- 
reer of wouid-be fast young men in Har- 
vard University. His father ‘is a wealthy 
merchant in Portsmouth, N. H. The young 
man is the pride of his father’s heart, 
and he was not stinted in the supply of 
funds. He had not been long ia coliege be- 
fore he became an inveterate poker player. 
He vieided himself to the charms ot the se- 
ductive game regardiess of his studies and of 
his health. He played poker all night and as 
much of the daytime not spent under the eye 
of the instructor. His heaith began to break 
down, several conditions were placed 
against his name at the latest examinations, 
and he was rapidly becoming a wreck, 
mentally and physically: He realized his 
danger, but had not the moral courage to 
turn his back to the card table. His father 
noticed his failing health, and eailed him to 
account. The young man confessed his 
weakoess and told his father that he had 
done all in his power to break off the habit. 
The father and son are both enthusiastic 
yachtsmen, and the father owns a fine yacht 
in which he passes a good part of the sum- 
mer season. eee his son’s fondness 
for yachting the father premised the 
young man a 840,000 yacht if ne would 
only abandon the card table and devote him- 
self to his studies. The son promised faith- 
fully that he would never again touch a card, 
and fora week he kept his word. But the 
good resolution melted away as rapidly as a 
pile of chips when a full house is being backed 
against a strong hand, and in less than a 
fortnight he was a a nightly participator 
in a poker party. e told his father that he 
needn’t order that yacht on his account, for 
he preferred plaving poker to sailing, even as 
owner of a $40,000 yacht. 


. Then the father applied a little paternal - 


authority to save his son. He came to Boston 
and was soon closeted with President Eliot. 
The circumstances were explained and Pres- 
ident Eliot concurred in the action planned 
by the father. It was arranged that the son 
should return to Portsmouth every day after 
class work was finished, do his studying be- 
eg the N roof, and take tbe first 
for ston in the morning.
